The annual Farm-City Week 
activities are scheduled for Nov, 
19-26.

meters on this list, of which ten were 
people who had moved and were 
awaiting final bills. 

The utility is holding ten bad 
checks and two of these have been 
turned over to the courts for 
collection. 

Bad debt losses for the year total 
$17,831.83. 

The utility pays the power bills 
listed above plus other operating 
expenses of $45 to $50 thousand and 
monthly bond payments of $9189.66, 
furnishes all electric service and 
water to the city-owned and operated 
buildings, street lights and ball 
parks. This figure is in excess of 
$73,000 a year. Operations of the 
water wells is figured at $41,000 for 
the electricity alone; the City of Elba 
is given $10,000 a month and the 
balance of the income is used for 
capital improvements and main- 
tenance of the sewer system which is 
at $68,794 for last year alone. 

The utility handled almost $3 
million in the past fiscal year. While 
the transfer to the city last year was 
$10,000 a month, it will have to 
increase to about $15,000 during this 
year if the city budget is to be 
balanced. The city approved a 
budget that includes this increase 
which has yet to be approved, or 
even disussed by the utility board. 


City School 


The Elba City Board of Education 
approved its budget for the 1987-88 
school year recently, and although 
the budget is less than the budget of 
a year ago, Supt. of Education Billy 
Crews stated the budget contained 
‘no frills’? and contained little room 
for unexpected expenses. 

“The budget is less than last 
year’s because of the $388,000 
received last year for the capital 
outlay,’’ reported Crews, ‘tand when 
you balance things out the budget is 
actually just about the same. The 
carryover from the previous year was 
very small and this year's budget 
contains no leeway, It will be 
extremely close for us to stay within

Elba firefighters praised for action 


at simulated crash of helicopter

~ At 5:50 p.m. Oct. 8 (Thursday), 
the Elba Volunteer Fire Dept. 


responded to an emergency call . 


reporting a UH-60 helicopter down 
near the Municipal Airport. 

Approximately 20  volunteeer 
firefighters on three emergency 
vehicles arrived on the scene in eight 
minutes, and began the necessary 
rescue procedures to evacuate the 
victims of the aircraft, 

“The guys did an outstanding 
job,”’ said John Langhammer, air 
safety specialist at the Ft. Rucker 
Safety Office. 

“The first thing is to check the 
crew members, then take care of the 
aircraft, The timing was really good 


the budget; however, we'll be 
conservative in our expenditures and 
will spend only when absolutely 
necessary.”’ 

In reviewing the budget, Supt. 
Crews explained that approximately

“The small amount of revenue in 
excess of expenditures is less than 
we would like,’’ stated Crews, ‘but 
the budget is tight and we'll just 
have to watch our pennies and stay 
within our budget.

The key in suffering, is whether it makes us bitter, or better.

Where To Find 
Rabbits Is Key 


to Hunting

Rabbit hunting is the fourth most 
popular sport in Alabama, Hunters 
get great enjoyment running rabbits 
with a pack of spirited beagle 
hounds, Over the years, many a 
young hunter has stood with nervous 
anticipation in front of a likely brush 
pile, his gun ready in hopes of a 
cotton tail. But many youngsters 
today have never experienced this 
exhilaration, and many older hunters 


must be satisfied with memories of 


the beagle chase, 

Alabama has less than half the 
rabbit hunters it had 20 years ago. 
Why? The answer may lie in the 
popularity of deer hunting, urban 
rather than rural living, and partially 
in the scarcity of rabbits. 

The fundamental reason for 
limited and declining rabbit popu- 
lations is absence of habitat; much 
Suitable habitat disappeared as a 
result of human population growth, 
urban sprawl, intensive agriculture, 
and extensive timber management, 
Only a@ magician could make a rabbit 
appear al some sites. 

In the wild, however, you can’t 
pull rabbits out of hats, and the only 


magic word is habitat, Rabbit 
hunting was popular years ago 
because rabbits were abundant 


under the patchwork farming regime 
Which dominated the countryside. 
Idle fields, briar patches and brush 
piles overgrown with honeysuckles 
dotted the landscape ideal for 
rabbit and quail. With a good pack 
of beagles you could usually bag 
your limit of rabbits. 

A modern substitute for the old 
quality habitat is a clearcut timber 
Stand a couple of years after 
clearing, Rabbits commonly occur at 
Such sites; things would be much 
better however if most of the 
clearcuts were not so huge, 

Rabbits require succulent forage 
provided by a variety of plants that 
grow naturally, Beneficial cultivated 
crops include oats, wheat and clover 
Rabbits also require cover such as in 
briar patches, honeysuckle tangles 
and brush piles, All are prime places 
to check When rabbit hunting

Trick-or-Treaters Urged To Use Safety 


When Making The Rounds Halloween 


The U.S. Consumer Safety Pro- 
duct Commission, The Southeast 
Child Safety Institute and The 
Children’s Hospital of Alabama have 
some Halloween safety tips for 
parents and guardians of children 
who plan to go trick-or-treating this 
Halloween: 

*Warn children not to eat any of 
their treats before they get home. 
Examine all treats carefully for 
evidence of tampering before allow- 
ing children to eat them. 

*Look for costumes, masks, 
beards and wigs labeled ‘‘Flame 
Resistant.’’ Although this does not 
mean these items won’t catich fire, 
such labeling indicates that they will 
resist burning and should extinguish 
quickly once removed from the 
ignition source. Flimsy materials and 
outfits with big, baggy sleeves or 
billowing skirts should be avoided to 
minimize the risk of contact with 
candles or other sources of ignition. 

*Make or buy costumes light and 
bright enough to be clearly visible to 


motorists. For greater visibility in’ 


dusk or darkness, costumes can be 
decorated or trimmed with reflective 
tape which will ‘‘glow’’ in the beam 
of a car’s headlights. Bags or sacks 
should also be light colored or 
decorated with reflective tape. Re- 
flective tape is usually available in 
hardware, bicycle, and sporting good 
stores. Children should also carry 
flashlights to see--and to be seen-- 
more easily. 

*Costumes should be short 
enough to prevent children from 
tripping and falling. Children wear 
well-fitting, sturdy shoes: Mother’s 
high heels are not a good idea for 
safe walking. 

*Hats and scarfs should be tied 
securely to prevent them from 
slipping over children’s eyes. 

*Apply a natural mask of cosme- 
tics rather than have a child wear 
a loose fitting mask which might 
restrict breathing or obscure vision. 
If a mask is used, however, make 
sure it fits securely and has eyeholes 
large enough to allow full vision. 

*Swords, knives, and similar 
costume accessories should be soft 
and flexible material, 

*Smaller children should always 
be accompanied by an older respon- 
sible child or an adult. All children 
should use the sidewalk rather than 
walk in the street, and they should 
Walk not run from house to house. 
Children should be cautioned against 
running out from between parked 
cars, or across lawns and yards 
where ornaments, furniture, or 
clotheslines present dangers.

The subject of a new county 
health department for the City of

At Monday’s meeting in Enter- 
prise, Commissioner Sid Averett, a 
longtime supporter of a new depart- 
ment, passed out detailed reports 
about the building under considera- 
tion, which included a physical 
layout of the building and estimated 
purchase price. 

Averett told the commissioners 
that the property was available 
immediately and had been appraised 
for approximately $250,000. He 
stated by purchasing the building 
the county could save a minimum of 
$500,000 over the cost of a new 
building and recommended the 
commission make an offer of 
$240,000 for the building, which is 
now empty. 

Commissioner Jimmy Bryan 
disagreed with the proposal and said 
in an interview with the Clipper after 
the meeting stated, ‘‘I challenge the 
other commissioners to show me in

Coffee County Sheriff Brice Paul 
announced last week that a federal 
warrant had been issued by the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation for 
the arrest of James Randall Sanders

Sanders is being sought in 
connection with his June 27, 1987, 
escape from a deputy sheriff's 
vehicle while the suspect was being 
transported to the sheriff's office for 
questioning. Sanders allegedly shot 
at Deputy Jack Herbert from the rear 
seat of a patrol car and escaped after 
Herbert surrendered the vehicle, 

Sanders is charged with first 
degree robbery and kidnapping in 
Coffee County and at the time of his 
arrest was in possession of a 
questionable white substance and. 
approximately $20,000 worth of 
jewelry. 

Sheriff Paul reported Sanders 
was last seen in Destin, Fla., in July 
seeking an apartment and urged 
anyone with any information to call 
the Coffee County Sheriff's Dept. or 
any law enforcement agency. 
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Sheriff Paul stated his depari- 
ment began their search for Parks 
and his wife after Lee was taken toa 
Troy hospital for treatment of head 
wounds and told authorities what 
had occurred. Parks’ home was 
searched on Monday and Sheriff 
Paul stated he felt Parks was hiding. 
his wife in the woods near the house 
during the search. 

Paul reported that he believed 
Parks hid in a wooded area in Pike 
County on Sunday night and Monday 
morning and moved his wife 
constantly during the next three 
days. 

When law enforcement author- 
ities found the couple Wednesday 
night Parks was crouching in a 
corner of a bedroom and holding a 
knife to his wife’s thrdat. Parks 
reportedly told the -authorities he

“should have killed her while I had 
the chance,”’ but after approximately 
90 minutes of talking the man 
decided to give up and put the knife 
down. 

Mrs. Parks was reported to be 
hysterical while being held in the 
bedroom and fainted after her 
husband dropped the knife. Mrs. 
Parks was later transported to an 
Opp hospital and then transferred to 
a Troy hospital, where she is 
reported to have a broken hand along 
with numerous bruises and 
lacerations. 

Parks, age 30, is being held in the 
Coffee County Jail under a $30,000 
bond and is being charged with 
first-degree assault in connection 
with the beating of Lee. Other 
charges are pending.

Replacement of bridges stirs 


emotions at commission 


The replacement of wooden 
bridges on dirt roads in the county 
was a major source of discussion at 
the meeting of the Coffee County 
Commission on Monday, Oct. 26, as 
the commission accepted bids on 
approximately $30,000 in bridge 
materials and made new plans to 
replace four bridges in the county. 

Items purchased to construct new 
bridges included steel piling, a ton of 
60-penny nails, treated timber, pre- 
cast panels and crushed stone and 
the county engineer stated the 
bridges to be replaced would be ona 
need basis and in the order 
previously agreed upon by the 
commission. 

Commissioner Sid Averett 
reported that since the original 
priority list agreed upon had been 
posted, a new need had arisen and 
told the commission that the bridge 
on the Bird Mill Road in New 
Brockton was in dangerous condition 
and needed immediate replacement. 

Averett stated the bridge was on 
an important route for many 
residents and made it impossible for 
school buses and mail carriers to 
travel from one end of the road to the 
other, 

Commissioner Jimmy Bryan 
voiced immediate opposition to the 
proposed change in plans and 
declared that the previous county 
engineer had inspected the bridges 
in the county and listed three bridges 
in District 1 as the worst in the 
county and added that the current 
engineer also listed the three bridges 
as those in need of replacing first. 

“Roads have been closed 
because of the closing of the bridges 
and I feel that if a road has been 
closed due to the condition of a 
bridge that road has to be on top of 
the priority list,’’ stated Bryan, ‘I’ve 
gone along with changes before and 
allowed these bridges to be delayed; 
however, this latest change is 
nothing but politics and I don’t think 
it’s right." 

County Engineer Mark Pool 
admitted that the bridge on Bird Mill 
Road was dangerous, but told the 
commission he had not included the 
bridge on his list of bridges to be 
replaced because the bridge was 
within the city limits of New 
Brockton and a recent attorney 
general’s opinion had stated clearly 
that counties could not legally do 
work within city limits. 

Commissioner Bill Faulk told 
Pool that ‘*You and the attorney 
general don’t make the rules in 
Coffee County’’ and backed 
Averett’s motion that the 
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commission replace one bridge in 
District 1 and then move down to 
Bird Mill Road to replace the bridge 
in question before returning to 
District 1 to replace the remaining 
two bridges. 

The motion passed by a vote of 
4-2, with Averett, Faulk, Damascus 
Crittenden and Billy Eagerton voting 
in favor of the motion, while Jimmy 
Bryan voted against the motion. 
Robert Stephens abstained, saying 
he owned land on the road and felt 
he shouldn’t vote, while Eugene 
Bradley was absent at the time of the 
vote, 

Monday’s bi-monthly meeting 
began at 9 a.m., and after the 
routine approval of minutes, spent 
almost two hours opening bids on 
humerous items ranging from patrol 
cars for the sheriff's department toa 
lowboy trailer for the highway 
department. 

Successful bidders included Ed 
Sherling Ford, with a bid of $23,350 
for two patrol cars; Windham 
Lumber Co., with a bid of $638 for 
one ton of 60-penny nails; Treated 
Timber Products, with a bid of 
$14,978.22 for timber to build 
bridges; Joe Money, with a bid of 
$21,982 for an asphalt distributor 
(inculding a trade-in of a_paint- 
Striper); McGehee, with a bid of 
$19,800 for a heated asphalt tank; 
Clark Trailers, with a bid of $17,796 
for the purchase of a lowboy trailer; 
Heath Oil Co., with a bid of $5,064 
for 5,000 gallons of diesel fuel and 
3,000 gallons of unleaded fuel, and 
Montgomery Ag-Spray, with a bid of 
$13,470 for a herbicide unit, 

Other bids opened were on 
crushed stone, with the contract 
being split between Vulcan 
Materials and Southeast Materials 
and pre-cast panels, with the 
contract being delayed until the next 
meeting. 

County Attorney Warren Rowe 
told the commission that after 
careful study he had determined the 
county was at fault for an accident 
and recommended the payment of a 
claim filed by one of the owners 
involved. Rowe explained that a car 
topped a hill and was forced to 
swerve to miss county § road 
machinery in the road, causing the 
car to collide with another vehicle. 

There was reported to be no 
flagmen at the scene and Rowe 


stated since there were no flagmen 


the county was liable.
